protestant and republican freedom. It is with 
fearful unconcern, if not with perfect indifference 
that the public hear of Bible burnings and efforts 
to exclude the Bible from al) our schools—of oft- 
repe ated threats against prominent antagonists of 
popery, and of actual vielence and murder com- 
mitted on our protestant fellow citizens, because 
they assert their rights as freemen-of the establish- 
ment of schools and colleges on the exclusive prin- 
ciples of Romanism—of the seduction of our sons 
and daughters by wily artifice into their convents 
and misealled religious houses—and of the deep 
plans, the far reaching stratagems, and abounding 
pecuniary contributions by which they anticipate 
the ultimate subjection of our government to their 
control, The deep sieep that has fallen on our 
fellow citizens, it must be confessed surprises us. 
The apathy with which the most astounding devel- 
opements of Rouysh craft and wickedness are re- 
garded, alarm us, We see nothing in the mani- 
fested dispositions, nor in the active movements 
of the country, on which to hang the feeblest 
hope of salvation for our posterity. All is Egyp- 
tian darkness—till we lift our eye to Him that sit- 
teth in the heavens. Nor have we hope from any 
interposition of his, till after he shall have brouglit 
us to the verge of destruction, through scenes of 
lood and desolation. 

The extract from the “ Pilot,” which we have 
placed at the head of this article, we long since 
read, and have often pondered—with emotions too 
strong for utterance. Till now, we have not dis- 
tinctly referred to it—partly because we could 
hardly believe it to be the honest expression of a 
deliberately formed opinion; and partly because 
of the difficulty of restraining the outburst of a 
holy indignation against the vile spirit, which thus 
dares to insult the moral sentiments of protestant 
America. 

And even now,—after long and calm reflection, 
we find it impossible to suppress our rising ab- 
horrence of the foreign spirit that takes advantage 
of our free and liberal institutions, to pour upon 
the sons of the Pilgrims the concentrated essence 
of papal gall and wormwood. The arrogance that 
affirms, that “the West was the conquest of the 
catholic spirit,” has its parallel only in the lan- 
guage of the Hildebrands and Leos and Gregories 
of past and passing centuries. Catholic merchants 
and catholic priests, their faithful Sanchos, it is 
true, established their trading posts, for the mer- 
chandize alike of the furs of wild beasts, and the 
souls of men, amid those haunts of the savage, 
earlier than any protestant nation. But did they 
conquer the country? Did they purchase it? 
Did they hold it by any other tenure than the suf- 
ferance of the poor native and the proud English- 
man? Not atall. It is true, that Catholics were 
there, and Jesuits were there; but, what were 
they doing there? What, but exciting the wild 
men of the forest to deeds of blood against Eng- 
lish and American protestante—deluding, med- 
dening, and betraying them into the fearful dan- 
gers of perpetual conflict with the same power, 
before which they have already faded away and 
perished. The Catholics have the same right to 
the West, that the thief has to his plunder, and no 
other. Protestants have obtained a right to it by 
fair and open handed means ; by paying for it an 
equivalent, amicably agreed upon with its original 
possessors. It is theirs. Heaven concedes their 
claim; hell only contests it.

| since, you printed, in the Recorder, a short arti 
cle I forwarded; in which inquiries were made, 
| touching the proportion of donations furnished to 
the Tract Society by Presbyterians and Congre 
gationalists ; and also the practice of the Secre- 
tary at Boston in visiting congregations, To 
these Inquiries, ho answer has been given 1 
| have waited patiently, and watched the progress 
lof these discussions which have been going on, 
and read the documents put forth by the officers 
}of the Society—but I find nothing pertaining to 


these inquiries, They were made with the most 


| 


friendly feelings. I have no wish to injure the 
Tract Society, but contrawise a desire that it may 
accomplish a hundred fold more good than it has 
yet done. But itis a fect, which cannot be con- 
cesled that there ia a deep and wide-spread feel- 
ing in New England that the Congregationalists 
furnish (in this section of country) the chief of the 
donations, and a few individuals of other denomi 
nations control the dispoeal of them. To ascer 
tain whether thie feeling is well founded the 
above inquiries were propounded. It seems prop 
er and necessary, that the members and friends 
}of the Tract Society in New England should 
know who are the donors. If the Beptiste and 
Episcopalians furnish a fair proportion of the 
funds, the knowledge of this fact will give pleas 
ure to the friends of the Society. If on the other 
hand the Congregationalists furnish most of the 
| donations, the inference will be, thet the effort to 
unite different denominations in this Tract enter- 
prise ise failure; and that the real friends and 
donors of the Society mey properly urge that 
books should not be mutilated of their distinctive 
views, 
One of my inquiries wos—“ What proportion of 
the donations in New England come from Con- 
gregationalists ?” 


As no one has given the de- 
sired information, I have turned to such of the 
Boston Soc iety's annual reports, a8 1 possess, and 
from the best information | can obtain it seems 
that for the last few years the Baptists and Epis- 
| copahians have furnished but a emall part of the 
donations—probably not one dollar in fifty, if they 
have one in five hundred. If thie be eo, the effort 
|} to unite different denominations in sustaining the 
Tract Society is a failure. The union hes not 
been produced and does not exist. Once more 
then, I would most respectfully ask the officers 
of the Boston Tract Society to inform its friends 
what proportion of the donations in New England 
jere contributed by the Episcopalians and Bap- 
| tista, 
Again; another inquiry was, “ Whether it is the 
practice of the Secretary to visit and present the 
claims of the Society to the several denominations 


| this be so, let the members and friends of the So- 
ciety be informed of it—they will surely be grat- 
ibed. 

As no one has given the information sought, 
| some effort has been made to learn the facts ; and 
| 80 far as learned it seems probable that the Sec- 
retary does not generally visit the Baptist and 

npiscopal denominations. Nota single case has 





come to light of his entering the episcopal pulpit 
on this business, and but rarely the baptist pul- 
pit. Once more, we wish most respectfully, there- 
fore, to urge our inquiries for information. If the 
Secretary and agents do make efforte with equal

DR. BEECHER’S VIEWS OF SLAVERY 

We have before noticed the trial of Rev. Mr 
Graham before the synod of Cincinnati, charged 
with heresy for attempting to force the Bible into 
the service of slavery In the Watchman of the 
yalley for February 20, we find a further r 
of the trial. The remarks of Dr. Lyman Beecher 
are given in full, from which we give a few ex- 
tracts, commending them to the careful reading of 
those who have yet to learn that slavery is a sin 
and a curse, fit only to be everywhere spoken 
against. Pe thaps some who bave not heard scrip 
ture and common sense, may hear the great, the 


good, and the venerated Dr Beecher 


The Doctor took the position, that God never 
instituted slavery ; because il everywhere counteracts 
the laws and matitutions which he has unquestiona 
bly established.—Tiis was his Bible argument 

God requires duty to be rendered first to mom 
eeur. But slavery interferes with thie obligation. 
The obligations which i imposes, annul the en 
preme authority of God, over the slave. God has 
laid his broad requisition upon all his heart and 
soul, and mind and strength. Now this i exactly 
what slave laws prevent. , 

God made the homan intellect to rise and ex 
pand under the laws and influences of his govern 
nent. Slavery prevents and counteracts G 
lawa and designs in this respect also, It crushes 
the intellect. [tis its constant aim and effort to 
keep down the powers which were made to rise 
The securily of thie relation requires this, Can it 
be that God has authorized a relation that thus 
perpetually conflicts with hie own laws ? 

The design and tendency of the gospel is to 
purify and exalt society. Does the imfluence of 
slavery tend to ace omplish this design ? Compare 
the morals and religion of the slave states with 
those of the free? Here the Doctor drew a etrik- 
ing contrast between the North and South, de- 
picting the vices and crimes and dearth of gospel 
institutions which are the concomitants of slavery. 
Besides, s! ivery raises a wall of adamant between 
the slave and the influence of the gospel. It is 
the necessary effect of the institution to shut out 
its subjects from the light and influence and hopes 
of the blessed gospel, 

God instituted the marriage relation, to secure 
chastity, domestic affection, the care and educa- 
tion of children, &c. Here, again, slavery is at 
open war with the institutions of God. The licen- 
tiousness that grows out of this relation, where 
the power of the master over the chastity of lis 
slave has no limit, is notorious, He would not at- 
tempt to enumerate the statistics of pollution which 
are inseparable always from such an unnatural 
constitution of society. 

Again, the Sabbath, he anid, was a part of the 
organized administration of God, to bless mankind. 
Slavery tramples on this institution. It recognizes 
no claim of God on the seventh part of the slave's 
time, for hia Maker's service. The whole influ- 
ence of slavery isto break down the Sabbath and 
cancel the influence of the gospel. 

It is the object ofthe gospel to produce truth 
and honesty among men. Slavery tempts its sub- 
jects to steal, and then to lie, to conceal it. The 
propensity to steal among slaves, according to the 
testimony of their owners, is almost universal ; and 
it is the legitimate effect of their condition. A 
lady came to Litchfield, Ct, while he was there, 
with a slave, who, she said, “ was a good christian, 
only she would lie and steal like a witch.” 

It is the design of God and his gospel, to pro- 
duce peace on earth. But slavery produces inse- 


|eurity and war. Her footsteps everywhere ore 


marked with blood. Egypt feit her insecarity 
while the Ieraelites were in bondage to her; and 
to protect herself against the danger of ineurrec- 


| tion, murdered al! their male infants, Greece suf- 
| fered from the same cause. When Atiilla ap- 
| proached the gates of Rome, 40,000 slaves joined 
|his army. Such a population are a dangerous 


element in the bosom of any state.
